FATAL ACOIDENT ON BOARD THE 
EMPRESS OF JAPAN, 


ONE MAY KILLED AND FOUR SERIOUSLY 
~ THIJUBED. g 


On Satarday evening (July 27} the tug- 
boat Samson landed four Chinese whom she 
bad brought up from the Empress of Japan. 
The men were wrapped up in lint and were 
in great pain and wero immediately talon 
to the Shanghai General Bospitsl, From 
information obtained from various sources, 
it appears that on explosion of coal gas 
occurred on board the Empress boat, and 
that the violins were the firemen who were 
ahovelling the contain one of “us bunkers, 
The accident happened while tue veasel was 
at Amoy and five men were seriously burnt, 
the injuries of one being so serious that he 
subsequently died. The other four were at- 
tended by the dostor on board the vessel and 
they wore sent up to Shanghai and conveyed 
to the General Hospital, where Dr Paulun 
attended tothem and redressed their wounds. 
‘Tho men'were terribly burnt and presented 
a fearful sight when visited yesterday. 
They all hdd fever and the temperature of 
one of them waa 104° on Sunday, bat he was 
better on the 29th, The men are’ patient 
ander their sufferings and are doing well.— 
N.-C. Daily News. 


SEVERE TYPHOON IN JAPAN. 
SEVERAL STEAMERS ASHORE. 


Nagasaki, Stat July, 

During Wednosday’s typhoon no Jess than 
five foreign vosaels, four steamers and one 
sailing vessel, were driven ashore at Ku- 
chinotzu. Tho five vessels ashors are the 
Norwegian steamers Lyderhorn avd Wedel 
Jaslberg, the British ateamer Bentalc, the 
British ship Marechal Suchet, and the Ger- 
manateamer He'ene Rickmera, The latter 
two vessels ara-the only two which havo 
appatently sustained any serious damage, 
the three first mentioned, the Lyderhora,. 
Jarkberg, wand Bentala, baving grounded on 
a muddy bottom with a gradual incline, 
The first two of these vessels bad each o 
half cargo of coal on board, while the latter 
was in ballast. Neither of the threo is re- 
ported to be making any watar. 

The sailing ship Marechal Suchet, how- 
‘ever, fared less foriunately, She touched 
on the rocka under tha lighthouse, and then 


dragged on to tho mud, sustaining some |. 


damage, and making threo inchos of water 
ii four hours in hor bold. As sho has 
3,000 tons of coal on buard, the captain 
could not uscertain the nature of thu leak, 
Sbo is ander charter for San Francisco, 
bni will have to ba docked before sho can 
fulfil it and o sarcey is an absolute necos- 
aity. 

The Germin steamer Helinc Rickmers 
got ashore about advon miles west of 
Kuchinotz, at a little village called Katauna, 
Sho lies broadside’on on a shingle beach or 
bar which runs across tho mouth of a small 
river, Apparently the strain has all been 
directed amidships and she is reported to 
be somewhat seriously damaged and is 
making water in hor forward hold. Like 
the Marechal Stchet, sha slao struck the 
rocks under the light before coming ashoro. 
In the No, 1 hald sho had about 3 fect of 
wator and about 3} feet everywhere elas, 
according to soundings on taken ou Satur- 
day. Under her engines, the bottom is 
badly bulged in and lvaks considerably, A 
diver and pumps havo beso got to work, but 
owing to the destrucion wrought the 
lighters and juoks littlo has heen done yy 
‘to tho present, and itis considered that the 
veesol is ina bad way und that the vetting 
of her off is doubtful, even when the cargo 
haa been discharged, 

Twice only, since meteo ‘ogical observa- 
tions have been recorded in Nagasaki, has 
the barometer fallen a0 suddenly as it did 
on Wednesday morning last, On Tuesday 
it stood at 754 millimetres, gradually. fall- 
ing to 752.5 at 2am. Shortly ‘after 6 
aa, it fell rapidly and contiouonsly until 
at about 1.30 p.m., when tho storm raached 
its height, it stood at 613.2, With de- 
crease of barometric pressure the wind in- 
ereasod in violenca, and at about 12,30 
resohed the phenominal foreo of 30 mnctrea 
psreecond, Firat it came from the N.E., 
then from tho B.N.E, then K., and finally 
from the South. At this point, at atout 
the minimum reoorded by the baroneter, a 
loll cocurred, and shertly afterwards the 
pressure: increased as the. wind veered 
round to 8. WW, and, blowing again nearly os 
before, continued till about 5 p, The 
amount of rainfall daring {he atorm was re- 
gistered at 63.6 millimetres, or about eight 
gallons tothe square foot, Soveral of the 
humbler dwelliags on the hill sade wera 
totally wrecked and a very large number 
of houses in town wore damaged to a greater 
or less degror, Flying tiles, telegraph 
wires, ond other objects made it a work of 
some dabger and difficulty to co abont out- 
doors, although vo seriqus casualtics bave 
been as: yot reported. Telegraphic com- 
munication during the asflernoon was 
atopped on accoant of the falling of posts, 
wires, etc. With the oxcoption of the 
memorable blow of September 14th, 1891, 
no barometric change to equal that of 
Wednesday Jast has been recorded in 
Nagasaki.—Nagasaki Express, 7

We learn from one who was on board a 
Nippon Yusen Kaisha ateamor lying at 
Onomichi on Weduesday that the centre of 
the typhoon passed right across that dis- 
trict, so thet the placo where the railway 
accident occurred must have oxporienced 
the fall violence of the storm. Daring tho 
evening the wiad ot Onomichi was blowing 
in grout gasts from the general direction 
of N.N.W., but was continually shifting.

& 80 the wind began to blow in heavy 
squalla from the S,W., the atorm lasting 
with grout violonco until midnight, when 
it gradually loiled.
